The addition of provisions for 
loans to parochial and other pri- 
vate schools would risk defeat of 
the legislation he has proposed 
to Congress, he said. 


The President devoted much of 
his news conference to the contro- 
versy arising from his insistence 
on legislation limiting federal aid 
at the elementary and secondary 
levels to public schools. 


REAFFIRMS BELIEFS 
He repeated his previous con- 
tention that grants to private 


schools would be clearly uncon- 
stitutional and added the per- 


sonal view that ‘‘across-the- 
board” loans fall in the same 
category. 


He said that loans to private 
schools, for which Roman Cath- 
olic spokesmen are pressing, 
should in any event be consid- 
ered “‘as a separate issue” apart 
from his bill to provide $2,298,- 
000,000 in federal grants for pub- 
lic elementary and secondary 
schools. 


“I definitely believe,” he as- 
serted, “‘that we should not tie 
the two together . . . I am con- 
cerned that it (the question of 
loans for private schools) should 
not be made an issue now in such 
a way that we end up the year 
with, again, no aid to secondary 
schools.”

Senate Approves 


Meriwether, 67-18

WASHINGTON (#—The Senate voted 67-18 Wednesday to confirm 
President Kennedy's nomination of Charles M. Meriwether to be a 
director of the Export-Import Bank. 


“IT am confident that he will. do 
a good job,’ Kennedy said. 


The President voiced his com- 
ment at a news conference short- 
ly after the outcome became 
known. Kennedy repeated that he 
had studied Meriwether’s record 
before nominating him. 


Nineteen Republicans joined 48 
Democrats in supporting the ap- 
pointment. Opposing it were 10 
Republicans and 8 Democrats. 


The vote was almost the same 
numerical tally by which the Sen- 
ate refused 66-18 earlier to pigeon- 
hole the nomination. 
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Meriwether, an Alabama segre- 
gationist, aroused the most bitter- 
ly worded opposition yet encoun- 
tered by a Kennedy appointee. 


Leading the attack, Sen. Wayrie 
Morse, D-Ore., called Meriwether 
a racist and an anti-Semite and 
said Kennedy made a “horren- 
dous mistake’’ in appointing him.

$660 Million Pacts

WASHINGTON—President Kennedy said Wednes- 
day that the anti-recession speedup of federal procure- 
ment and construction will result in an additional $660 
million of contracts being placed in the first half of this

SEES APRIL UPTURN 


In Congress Secretary of Labor 
Arthur J. Goldberg predicted 
April will see an upturn in the 
economy, but also another rise in 
unemployment. 


Goldberg linked his forecasts at 
Senate hearings with an appeal 
for swift enactment of the admin- 
istration’s emergency program to 
speed an additional $1 billion of 
unemployment compensation ben- 
efits to jobless workers. 


The Senate Finance Committee, 
before which he testified, missed 
its goal of completing in a single 
day its hearings on the jobless pay 
bill. It arranged to question Gold- 
berg further Thursday. 


MORE JOBLESS 

“There is no question we will 
have an upturn in our economy 
in April,”” Goldberg told the com- 
mittee. Secretary of the Treasury 
Douglas Dillon made a _ similar 
prediction before another com- 
mittee earlier. 


“But even if we have an up- 
turn we still will have more un- 
employment,”’ Goldberg said. 


Sen. Harry F. Byrd, D-Va., the 
committee chairman, asked Gold- 
berg whether the upturn has start- 
ed even now. 


“There are a few signs—not de- 
terminative signs—now,”’ the sec- 
retary replied. He said the stock 
market has been rising and that 
students of market trends contend 
‘“‘an upturn on the market leads 
the economy by several months.”’ 


The House has passed the job- 
less pay bill and Goldberg asked 
the senators to approve the House 
version without change. He has 
said he hopes to start the flow of 
additional payments to the un- 
employed by mid-April.

A Few Projects

WASHINGTON—The Air Force 
received Wednesday virtually ex- 
clusive responsibility for military 
space development projects, over 
the vigorous opposition of the 
Navy and Army. 


Secretary of Defense Robert S. 
McNamara issued a directive to 
make more explicit than before 
the existing dominant position of 
the Air Force in devising space 
vehicles, satellites and various 
space weapons. 


ANTISATELLITES 


Among the research and devel- 
opment projects cited in the di- 
rective was a plan to perfect 
“antisatellites."” This referred to 
a weapon that-would destroy or 
nullify an enemy satellite. 


The directive dealt only with 
military research and develop- 
ment. According to its previsions, 
the military space instruments, 
when perfected, will be assigned 
to the individual services that 
demonstrate a need for them in 
actual operations. 


No shifts in existing space pro- 
grams of the Navy and Army 
were ordered, a Pentagon official 
said. The Navy will continue to 
work on: its Transit navigation 
satellite program and the Army 
retain control of its Advent com- 
munications satellite program. 


The Secretary of Defense left 
open whether at some future time 
a single space command would be 
organized, either in the Air Force 
or separately from it. Proposals 
for such a space command fre- 
quently have been put forward. 


Arthur Sylvester, assistant sec- 
retary of defense for public af- 
fairs, stressed that the McNamara 
directive was concerned exclu- 
sively with military projects and 
was not related to the question of 
sharing space programs between 
the Pentagon and the National 
Aeronautics and Space Adminis- 
tration. 


$850 MILLION 


In the defense budget now be- 
fore Congress, the military space 
research and development pro- 
gram amounts to $850 million for 
the year beginning next July. 
More than 91 per cent of it will be 
carried out under Air Force super- 
vision, officials noted. 


Sylvester said that the new di- 
rective “does not basically 
change” an earlier one issued by 
former Secretary of Defense Neil 
H. McElroy, on Sept. 18, 1959.

In opposing the pork-barrel maneuver 
in 1958 for adding 50 million dollars to 
the Rural Roads Authority debt, James

“Over twice as many miles of rural 
and post roads were built on a pay-as- 
you-go basis during the Talmadge ade 
ministration than were built in the three 
years of the present administration and 
these roads were built at from one-third 
to one-half the cost of those now being 
built under the bonded debt method of 
financing. ... 

“If this monstrous debt is increased, 
it will mean in the future an end to 
grants-in-aid to counties for road work 
and an end to the present system of coun- 
ty contracts.

people who like him here are merely chattering about what a nice, 
competent guy he is, but the people who are against his policies are 


mobilizing and acting against him. 


The Middle West knows what 
is happening in the world. 

It sees the rising population 
and the movement of the Negro 
into South Chicago, and the bull- 
dozers leveling the black earth 
for bigger schools and wider 
roads, and it is not against 
change. 

The new awareness of the world 
in the Middle West is not express- 
ing itself in political terms. In 
their work and in their private 
lives they are changing, but their 
political habits and allegiances 
remain very much the same. As 
if politics had very little to do 
with the changing world. 

This explains the most inter- 
esting political paradox in Amer- 
ica today, namely, that while 
President Kennedy’s personal pop- 
ularity is rising, the opposition 
to his legislative programs is ris- 
ing, too.

Nevertheless, what tends to 
count in politics is not what the 
people are beginning to think but 
what they make known on Capi- 
tol Hill.

RENO, Nev.: In the fall, I saw 
it from the air; this time I nego- 
tiated it from the ground—the 
historic, horren- 
dous pass 
through the 
high Sierras 
where the Don- 
ner party per- 
ished a century 
ago. and gave 
the rocky defile 
its name. The 
bus leaves Sac- 
ramento and 
rolls through 
the football coun- 
try, a rainbow landscape this time 
of year—camellias, forsythia, the 
pink of the peach, the. white of 
the almond—a wonderland of color 
until the altitude cuts back to pine 
and great, gray boulders. 

U.S. 40 climbs to Emigrant Gap, 
west of Donner, through which 
hardy people have poured to make 
California a nomad’s land, then 
and now. 


The grade is steeper toward 
Donner’s 7,100 ft. But the road is 
good, and wide, and there is no 
snow on the highway. Along the 
side are signs: ‘“‘Chain Service,”’ 
“Chains Put On—$1.50."" The pa- 
pers post the road conditions daily 
and let motorists know when 
chains are required. 

At Donner Summit, there is 
congestion, cars chain-parked on 
the narrow shoulders. Not bears, 
as in the Smokies, but skiing is 
the attraction. City folks from 
the flats, up to slide and slalom 
or whatever it is they do on the 
snow slopes. 


At the right—we are headed 
east—and higher than the high- 
way, are the snow-sheds on the 
Union Pacific — long, wooden 
structures like covered bridges. 
Here a train was stuck for hours 
in the drifts, within the past 
decade. 

The descent from Donner Pass 
is fast, by handsome four-lane, 
along the Truckee River. For me, 
one more long-time wish has come 
true—to see another of those 
mountain crossings through which 
westward the course of empire 
made its way. | 

Mostly now the flow is to the 
east into Reno, one of two of Ne- 
vada’s great separation centers.

UMW Said Pricing 
Coal Out of Market 


Atlanta—It was with interest 
that I read Mr. McGill's column 
on the distressed areas of east- 
ern Kentucky’s coal mining sec- 
tion since I am a native of 
“Bloody Harlan’ and frequently 
visit my family there. 

There is one major factor in 
pricing coal out of the market 
which Mr. McGill failed to men- 
tion. That is the 40c royalty which 
the mine operator must pay into 
the UMW’s health and welfare 
fund on every ton of coal he 
mines. This in addition to a min- 
imum wage of $24.25 a day for 
the miners was more than most 
of the mines in this section could 
afford. 

The miners who were out of 
jobs when these mines shut down 
would have worked willing- 
ly at the old contract of $22.50 
minimum wage, but the union 
would not permit it. This is un- 
derstandable because the large 
mechanized mines in the north 
can produce so much more coal 
with far fewer men. This in- 
creased tonnage means more roy- 
alties for the health and welfare 
fund, and fewer miners to be paid 
pensions, disability compensation 
and other benefits to which their 
dues entitle them.

On Jan. 23 five of the nine justices ruled that a motion 
picture producer must submit his films to a municipal licensing 
officer before exhibiting them to the public, the broad guarantees 
of the First Amendment being subject to that much restraint. 


Last week the same five jus- 
tices ruled that two citizens who 
refused to answer questions be- 
fore the House Un-American Ac- 
tivities Committee cannot lawful- 
ly claim the protection of the 
First Amendment. 

The First Amendment is the 
item in the Bill of Rights that 
declares, in Old Testament 
prose: ‘“‘Congress shall make no 
law . .. abridging the freedom 
of speech or of the press, or the 
right of the people peaceably to 
assemble and to petition the gov- 
ernment for a redress of griev- 
ances.”’ 

Dissenting from the two ma- 
jority decisions that strengthen 
the investigating powers of the 
House Un - American  Activ- 
ities Committee, Justice Black 
wrote with the moral passion of 
Tom Paine, Benjamin Franklin 
and Thomas Jefferson. It is 
heartening to read his blunt re- 
statement of old truths: 

“This country was not built by 
men who were afraid and cannot 
be preserved by such men.”...

tion’s ability to preserve itself de- 
pends upon suppression of the 
freedoms of religion, speech, 
press, assembly and petition... 
Only by a dedicated preservation 
of the freedoms of the First 
Amendment can we hope to pre-

At the age of 75 Justice Black 
retains the fresh outlook of a man 
instructed in the spirit of the orig- 
inal covenant. He has not forgot- 
ten that the government belongs 
to the people and that the people 
do not belong to the government. 

These recent Supreme Court de- 
cisions illustrate about as vividly 
as possible the basic split in the 
political attitudes of Americans. 
The split is older than Mc- 
Carthyism. 

One faction believes that, in 
critical periods, America can be 
preserved only by temporizing 
with the ancient freedoms. To 
many sincere citizens, the House 
Un-American Activities Commit- 
tee’s frequent invasions of the 
right to private belief are a small 
price to pay for the protection of 
the nation. 

The other faction, equally sin- 
eere, believes the opposite: That 
America will be destroyed! if the 
traditional freedoms are _ relin- 
quished, “The slow process of 
eating away at the liberties,”’ in 
Justice Black’s phrase, weakens 
the strength of the nation and 
accepts the political philosophy of 
the nation’s chief enemy. 

At present a majority of the 
Supreme Court justices author- 
izes restraints on the First 
Amendment. That makes the is- 
sue clear: to believe in the orig- 
inal morality of America is to be 
a dissenter.

Inquiries sent to three high

The storm system raced across 
the Midlands aimed at the heart 
of New England. Weathermen said 
it would join forces with another 
center forming over the Maryland 
and Virginia coasts. 


In seven states of the Midwest, 
thousands of factory workers were 
idled by the snow, hundreds of 
schools were closed, and ground

The game shows—they’re not calling them quiz 
shows any more because “quiz” is an ugly word on TV 
—are coming back and, if this turn of events doesn’t 
meet with your favor you might blame it on economics. 


With business in the shape it’s 
in, sponsors are unwilling to go 
out on the limb and commit 
themselves to 
spend millions 
on filmed or 
taped shows 
which must be 


by signing for 
a series of 
game shows, 
which could be 
thrown together for a fraction 
of the cost of a Western, drama 
or musical-variety series, they 
can pull out in mid-season 
should the game series prove 
unpopular. 


Once a sponsor is committed 
to present a series of 12 or 20 
dramatic, Western or music-va- 
riety shows and these are taped 
in advance of the premiere epi- 
sode, the sponsor is unable to 
cancel his contract without los- 
ing a big hunk of money. 


The game shows, utilizing con- 
testants chosen from the studio 
audience, could be staged eco- 
nomically. The emcee and tech- 
nicians—and, oh, yes, the ad 
agency people—are the only 
ones to be paid on a regular ba- 
sis. Prizes are donated by firms 
eager to get an on-theair plug 
in exchange for merchandise.

Dan Enright, an originator of 
Twenty-One, Tic Tac Dough and 
other quiz shows, has joined 
Screen Gems to develop “‘an as- 
sortment” of live shows, includ- 
ing both panel and drama pro- 
grams.

Economics will dictate that the 
networks delve into the news 
and public affairs field with doc- 
umentaries, utilizing old news- 
reel clips, still photographs.

The President also made these 
points at the conference: 


1. As an anti-recession move, 
‘ he said he had directed federal 
agencies to step up purchases of 
equipment and supplies between 
now and June 30. (Story on 
Page 2.) 


2. He said he would make a 
major statement on the problems 
of Latin America at a reception 
here Monday. It was later 
learned that he plans to send 
a special message to Congress 
proposing a 10-year program of 
aid to Latin America for social 
and economic development. 


3. He declared the United States 
would like to improve relations 
with Communist China, but that 
“‘we are not prepared to sur- 
render” to get a relaxation of 
. tensions. (Story on Page 2. 


4. He thought the United Na- 
might well consider the 
* possibility of setting up a peace 
. corps of skilled workers for de- 
veloping nations. The volunteers 
in the U.S. program will go only 
where they are warmly welcome. 


5. He urged Americans to con- 
tribute to Radio Free Europe to 
aid in bringing a “‘beacon of light 
into countries to which millions 
of us are tied by kinship, and 
whose hope for freedom all of us 
must share.”’ 


The conference coincided with 
the opening of congressional hear- 
ings on the administration’s pro- 
gram of aid to education, from 
elementary 
lege. 


‘SIDE ISSUES’ OPPOSED 


Abraham A. Ribicoff, secretary 
of health, education and welfare, 
urged senators not to inject ‘‘side 
issues” such as racial segrega- 
tion and religion. He emphasized 
the administration’s opposition to 
a proposed amendment to bar aid 


to school systems that refuse =i 
try. 


comply with the Supreme Court’s 
school desegregation decree. 


President Kennedy covered the 
same points, but placed the 
greatest stress on the possibility 
that demands for private-school 
aid could jeopardize his entire 
education program. 


As to whether he would veto a 
bill that provided loans for all 
private schools, he said: 


“IT think that I have made my 
view clear. I think it is always a 
mistake—before we even have 
legislation — to talk about what 
I am going to do, but I think it 
is very clear about what my 
view is of grants and loans 
across-the-board to non-public 
schools.” 


DISCUSS LOANS 


The President, discussing the 
Constitutional question in some 
detail, made a distinction be- 
tween “across-the-board” loans 
and loans for specific purposes 
such as scientific equipment and 
college classrooms and dormi- 
tories. 


He noted that the National De- 
fense Education Act of 1958 pro- 
vides aid to secondary schools as 
well as to colleges for scientific 
equipment. He recalled that he 
supported the 1959 bill as a sena- 


tor because the program, being; 


“tied very closely to national 
defense,"’ did not suggest a seri- 
* ous constitutional problem. 


As for the constitutionality of 
his current proposal for across- 
* the-board loans to colleges for 


—_— -- 


school through col-| 


construction of academic facili- 
ties, the President pointed out 
that lower education, unlike col- 
lege education, is compulsory. He 
did not explain the applicability 
fof that observation. 


Kennedy previously had ruled 
out federal grants to non-public 
elementary and secondary schools 
as clearly unconstitutional. Wed- 
nesday he repeaded his contention 
that there was ‘‘no room for 
debate’ about it, but added: 


“There is obviously room for 
debate about loans, because it 
has been debated. My view, how- 
ever, is that on the matter of 
loans, to the best of my know/- 


edge and judgment, this has not 
been tested by the courts, of 
course, in the sense that grants 
have been.” 


In reply to a question as to 
whether developing fights over 
segregation and aid to private 
schools might obstruct congres- 
sional action on his education 
bills, the President said it ob- 
viously was going to be “‘a diffi- 
cult matter” to win passage of 
the legislation this year. 


“But I do not think that there 
is anything more important,” he 
declared, “than to have good 
schools, well-trained, competent 
teachers. .. .” 


U.N. Defies Congolese,

‘They also agreed that the na-

Kennedy and Nkrumah thus re- 
iterated their belief in U.N. ac- 
tion in the Congo, although Nkru- 
mah Tuesday told the U.N. Gen- 
eral Assembly that changes 
should be made in its policies in 
the Congo. 


Earlier Wednesday, the Congo- 
lese government presented the 
United Nations with a series of 
blunt demands that would give it 
control of U.N. movements by air 
and ship in and out of this coun- 


It also demanded virtual dis- 


‘armament of U.N. troops by in- 


sisting they must never carry 
arms outside their barracks. 


TAKEN IN AF PLANES 
Despite the demands, the U.N. 
moved in-300 Tunisian troops by 
dusk at Ndjili airport in five 
American Air Force planes. 
Five more USS. __ transports 
were following with 300 more 
Tunisian reinforcements. 


The shipment of 600 Tunisians 
is part of a U.N. effort to replace 
withdrawing Moroccans and Indo- 
nesians. 


A U.N. spokesman, meanwhile, 
said 300 Europeans, including nine 
American missionaries, stranded 
in the Kindu-Maniema area of 
the Congo’s Kivu Province are a 
major source of concern. Luw- 
mumbist authorities there have 
refused to give the stranded 
whites exit permits on grounds 
they are necessary to the econ- 
omy. 


An American embassy official 
is flying to Stanleyville Thursday 
to intercede with the authorities 
of the Lumumbist regime of An- 
toine Gizenga. 


Informed sources said the 800 
remaining Moroccan U.N. troops 
had refused orders to fly from 
the Kamina base in Katanga Prov- 
ince to reinforce the harassed 
U.N. garrison in Leopoldville, 


ORDERS FROM KING 
The Moroccans were reported 
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to have replied that they no longer 
were under the U.N. military com- 
mand and were now taking their 
orders directly from their new 
king, Hassan II, in the Moroccan 
capital of Rabat. Hassan recent- 
ly inherited the throne upon the 
death of his father, King Mo- 
hammed V. 


A U.N. spokesman in Leopold- 
ville said Wednesday that “a 
change in orders has been made 
and the Moroccans will now fly 
straight home from Kamina.” 


Congolese acting Premier Jac- 
ques Massa met with U.N. spec- 
ial representative Rajeshwar 
Dayal for two hours Wednesday 
and told him the Congo govern- 
ment had decided to apply four 


stiff measures against the U.N.:— 


1, U.N. planes henceforth must 
get Congolese interior ministry 
permission to use airfields in the 
Congo. 


WITHHOLD PILOTS 
2. The Congolese will refuse to 
furnish a pilot to any ships carry- 


ing U.N. troops or supplies with- 
out permission of the Leopoldville 


| government. 


3. Strategic points Including air- 
fields should be under mixed U.N.- 
Congolese control. 


4. U.N. troops will be forbidden 
to leave camps or frequent ‘‘pub- 
lic establishments” while carrying 
arms. 


Massa has been serving as act- 
ing premicr during the absence of 
Premier Joseph Ileo, who is at- 
tending a roundtable conference 
of African leaders in the Mala- 
gasy Republic. 


The grim-looking Dayal, whose 
replacement has been demanded 
by the Congolese government, re- 
fused any comment on leaving 
the meeting. 


DEMAND HANDS-OFF 


In Tananarive, Malgasy, Con- 
golese leaders, sipping cham- 
pagne and arguing vehemently, 
decided at a five-hour conference 
to demand that the U.N. keep its 
hands off the Congo. 


They issued a communique call- 
ing on the United Nations to ‘‘ab- 
stain from all further action on 
the Congo pending results of. this 
conference” and warning that any 
use of force by the U.N. ‘com- 
mand would only bring further 
chaos to the chaotic country. 


After the conference in a high- 
ceilinged, neon-lit room of a Mad- 
agascar palace the green plastic 
conference table was littered with 
cigarette butts, spilled liquor and 
half-empty glasses. During the 
meeting waiters scurried in in re- 
lays with bottles of champagne. 


GIZENGA ABSENT 


Notably absent was Gizenga 
whose Cairo office said he never 
at anytime planned to sit down 
with some of the other Congolese 
leaders meeting here on _ the 
island of Madagascar—President 
Joseph Kasavubu or Katanga 
President Moise Tshombe. 


In Cairo Gizenga recognized 
Kasavubu as legitimate president 
of the Congo. Gizenga declared 
himself the country’s legitimate 
premier. 


“It is a fact—and the (Stanley- 
ville) government is aware of it— 
that constitutionally, Mr. Kasa- 
vubu is chief of state, as long as 
he has not been officially dis- 
missed by Parliament,” Gizenga’s 
statement said. 


“Likewise, the government 
formed by Patrice Lumumba— 
basely assassinated in Katanga— 
and whose chairmanship I con- 
tinue to exercise, remains. the 
legal government, enjoying the 
confidence of Parliament, the su- 
preme national organ before 
which the President and govern- 
ment are responsible.”’

An East Point mother of three 
children has seen the “ins and 
outs” of PTA work for more 
than 10 years. 


“When I first began active 
PTA work,” recalled Mrs. Lloyd 
Lake, ‘‘our son was in the 4th 
grade, one daughter was in the 


ee ers 


(Eighth in a RG 
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first grade, and another daugh- 
ter was 3 years old. I began as 
a room mother at Central Park 
School.”’ 


It soon became apparent to 
her that the school 
help, both physical and finan- 


cial, if the children were to re- 


ceive all they should from their 
education. 


The cafeteria was “running 
in the red each month,” because 
of the need for a rather exten- 
sive free lunch program. The 
PTA helped defray the cost of 
those lunches. 


There was a need for a special 
class for retarded children in 
that area. 


“The school officials,’’ the 
mother reports, ‘‘were aware of 
this need, but there were no 
funds available. Persistence, 
publicity and letter-writing by 
the PTA finally convinced the 


needed 


authorities that the parents 
were determined to do some- 
thing.” 


As a result, there is now a 
class in the Tri-City area for 
retarded children who could not 
possibly be put into a regular 
classroom. Mrs. Lake said that 
in most cases if it were not for 
this special class, those boys 
and girls would be left at home, 
neglected and untaught. 


BOND REFERENDUM 


With the growth of Fulton 
County, there was a need for 
new school buildings. The citi- 
zens voted against the first bond 
referendum for new _ schools. 
The PTA then set to work to 
publicize the need, urge people 
to vote'for it. The second school 
bond referendum was approved. 


“My middle child,” Mrs. 
Lake said, ‘“‘was on double-ses- 
sion in the third grade before 
the new Conley Hills School 
was completed in East Point. 
Do you know what it is like 
to have a child attending a 
brand-new school? 


“You have a pretty new 
building—period. 


“Basically, PTA should not 
have to raise a lot of money, 
but it became necessary in our 
area. A lot of the things we take 
for granted are not in most of 
our new schools until the PTA 
puts them there.’’

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She pointed out there were 
no first-aid supplies, no beds 
or linens for the clinic. There 
was only one projector for 20 
classrooms, though visual aids 
are recognized as a valuable 
part of the education program. 
Phonographs and records were 
needed for music, history and 
English classes. There were no 
band instruments, no music 
stands. 


There were not enough books 
in the library, and there must 
be at least five books per pu- 
pil within three years to become 
an accredited school. The cafe- 
teria was over $900 in debt for 
equipment. There was no furni- 
ture in the teachers’ lounge, lit- 
tle equipment for the play- 
ground. 


“The playground was on the 
plateau,’’ Mrs. Lake said. ‘Balls 
kept rolling down the sides into 
the creek and woods. A fence 
and backstop were needed. 
There were no shrubs.”’ 


BETTER WAY? 


There was an obvious need 
for all of these—and more—at 
the new school. 


“I have worked on paper 
drives,” Mrs. Lake related, 
‘“‘and it is not my favorite task. 
But what better way is there for 
us to get fence, shrubbery, con- 
veniences? If everyone ties his 
own bundle, it is not a big job 
for just two or three. Of course, 
children should not be in- 
volved.” 


The new school buflding was 
situated in an area “with noth- 
ing but mud around it.” The 
PTA set up a special street-pav- 
ing committee to help spur the 
city and county into action. De- 
Lowe Drive remained a ‘‘mud 
thoroughfare for several years.” 
It took a petition and a delega- 
tion to the City Council ‘‘be- 
fore concrete action was taken.” 


The PTA brought to the atten- 
tion of the principal in a PTA 
article dealing with the school 
safety program, as outlined by 
the National Safety Council. The 
necessary letters were written 
and regulations received in or- 
der to put the safety program 
into action. 


HONOR ROLL 


“As a result,”” Mrs. Lake ob- 
served, ‘‘Conley Hills became 
the second school in Georgia 
(the first was in Macon) to be 
placed on the coveted National 
Safety Council Honor Roll. 
Since then, most of our schools 
here have stepped up their safe- 
ty programs and have been 
placed on the honor roll.”

schools: _When they moved into 
their new home in East Point, 
one daughter continued her stud- 
ies at Conley Hills, the son at-

“Kathleen Mitchell School was 
brand new, so we had every- 
thing to do again as at Conley 
Hills,”’ Mrs. Lake said. 


“Headland High PTA was or- 
ganized and going full force 
when we moved into our new 
building in January,” the moth- 
er continued. “But again there 
were no beds, no first-aid sup- 
plies, not enough library books. 


“In fact, there was not much 
of anything except a pretty 
building and a group of happy, 
eager, interested parents, teach- 
ers and students, all willing to 
pitch in and help meet the 
needs.”’

_ Special Summer Camp Proposed 


For Overweight Children Only 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 


Parents of chubby children, 
tune in. Three hundred obese 
girls between the ages of 10 
and 14 years of age, belonging 
to a “Chubby Club,” partici- 
pated in a questionnaire sur- 
vey. 


The average club member 
was 38% pounds above the 
weight considered desirable for 
her age. She was also taller 
than average—the 10-to-11 group 
by 4 inches, and the older group 
by 1 inch. 


What about the weight of the 
parents of these girls? Forty 
per cent of their mothers and 
12 per cent of their fathers were 
obese. An illuminating fact is 
that these overweight girls were 
mostly older or younger chil- 
dren in the family—not the mid- 
dle children. 


Inactivity as well as food hab- 
its played large roles in their 
overweight. In general they 
were greatly concerned about 
their weight and were not at 
all pleased at being fat. Diet- 
ing, as practiced by 243 of the 
girls. was unsuccessful in all 
but 16 per cent. Did those who 
reduced keep the weight off? 

’ One fourth regained their lost 
weight later. 


This report, given in the No- | 


. vember, 1960, issue of Archives 
' of Pediatrics, was summed up 
with this promising solution: 
“A new hope and approach to 
treating obesity is a summer 
camp for obese children only.” 


The idea of summer camps 
planned exclusively for over- 
weight children to help them 
reduce holds out real promise 
for success. For most effective 
results, these weight - prone 
youngsters should be sent to 
camp before they reach their 
teens. 

Dietitians in working with 
overweight children find that 
the best age to interest them in 
reducing is between nine and 
10. Before that age, the child 
is not strongly motivated. 


At a summer camp, eating 
with other overweight children, 
food habits could be changed 
without too much resistance. 
All the children would be eat- 
ing the same way. Participation 
in active play would follow 
more naturally. At home, or at 
a regular camp, the fat child 
is at a great disadvantage and 
reluctant to compete. 


What would happen weicht- 
wise when the children return 
home is largely up to the par- 
ents. From the letters, it is 
heartening to find that many 
overweight mothers, fathers 
too, are anxious to make a real 
effort to change family ways of 
eating in order to insure a hap- 
py future for their children.

“‘No answer or solution which is 
designed to merely save the in- 
dustry from its present dangers 
is enough. The challenge we face 
is to establish machinery and pro- 
grams which are geared to long- 
term redevelopment and expan- 
sion of the textile industry.”’

Macaroni With 


Swiss Cheese Has 
Pick-Up Appeal 


If you pick up one-quarter pound of Swiss cheese, two cans of 
macaroni and cheese, and two small cans of shrimp during your 
Lenten marketing, you'll, in turn, pick up the pleasure of two 


delicious Lenten dishes. They are Swiss Cheese Pie and Shrimp 
Macaroni Bake. 


Of course, both recipes require other ingredients, usually stand- 
ard kitchen cupboard or refrigerator food items. Check with the 
recipes below before your trip to the store. 


To make Swiss Cheese Pie, you simply roll out a single crust 
from your favorite pastry recipe, fitting it into a nine-inch color- 
clad aluminum foil pie pan. The colorful foil pan is pretty for 
table service and insures a well-baked bottom crust. 


SWISS CHEESE PIE

Prepare '% recipe pastry; roll it out; fit into 9-inch colored 


aluminum foil pie pan; chill. Spread softened butter over surface 
of unbaked pie shell. Combine beaten eggs, cream, salt. sugar, 
pepper, nutmeg, cayenne; blend well. Sprinkle grated cheese over 
bottom of pie shell; pour in cream mixture. Bake 15 minutes at 


425°F.; reduce heat to 300°F., bake additional 15-20 minutes. Yields 
6 servings. 


After spreading the unbaked pie shell with one tablespoon of 
softened butter, you sprinkle it with grated Swiss cheese. combine 
the other ingredients and pour them on top. Baking time is only 
15 minutes. 


It's easy—and delightfully rich, too.. You use, one and a half 
cups of heavy cream, plus three eggs to prepare this Swiss cheese 
treat. It will become a year ‘round Friday night favorite for meat- 
less dining. 


SHRIMP MACARONI BAKE 


Another fast and not quite so rich Lenten treat is Shrimp 
Macaroni Bake. Canned shrimp, macaroni and. cheese, tomato. 
and bread crumbs are baked in individual casseroles, shaped from 
the new 10x 12 in. interfolded sheets of aluminum foil. They pop 
from the box like facial tissue. 

Just mold two of these handy sheets of foil over a small bowl 
or custard cup, smooth the edges and remove. Repeat for as many 
people as you wish to serve. The foil casseroles are disposable. 

Or, if: you wish, you can combine the dish in one family-size 
casserole. Line it with super-strength aluminum foil and omit part 
of the after-dinner dishwashing drudge.

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SCALLOPS CACCIATORE 
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FOR LUSTY APPETITES 


Classic Italian Dish Takes On New Glamour With Substitution of Scallops

You don't have to be a ma- 
gician in the kitchen to get in- 
teresting variety into Lenten 
meals. All it takes is a little 
imagination to pull some pretty 
exciting dishes out of the hat. 


Spark that imagination with 


the many versatile types of 
macaroni. By now, you are 
aware of the four general 


groups: The meat group, in- 
cluding poultry, eggs and fish; 
the milk group; fruits and veg- 
etables; and breads and cere- 
als, including enriched maca- 
roni foods. 


The basic appeal of macaroni 
foods is their chewy texture 
and bland flavor which accents 
and extends other foods. But 
macaroni foods also rate well 
on the scale of good nutrition. 


Eighty per cent of the maca- 
roni foods in this country are 
enriched to meet the federal 
standards. And a_ two-ounce 
serving of the enriched ones 
supply the adult with a mini- 
mum daily requirement of thi- 
amine, riboflavin, niacin and 
iron. 


Protein content in macaroni 
and spaghetti averages about 
12 per cent, while noodles are 
slightly higher because of their 
egg content. 


Cooking macaroni foods the 
proper way is an art, too. Be 
sure to add the specified quan- 
tity of macaroni, spaghetti or 
noodles to rapidly boiling, salt- 
ed water. Add the product grad- 
ually so as not to stop the boil- 
ing. The proportions are 2 
quarts water and 1 tablespoon 
salt to 8 ounces of macaroni 
product. 


You can test for doneness by 
pressing a piece of macaroni 
with a fork or spoon against 
the side of the kettle. It should 
break easily and cleanly when 
done. Drain well in a sieve or 
wire basket. 


High quality macaroni does 
not have to be rinsed to pre 
vent sticking. And many nutri- 
tion authorities counsel against 
rinsing because of vitamin loss. 


In most recipes macaroni, 
spaghetti and noodles may be 
used interchangeably. Such a 
substitution is best made by 
weight. Because of the variety 
of shapes, cup measure may not 
always be accurate. 


With an easily-prepared reci- 
pe, such as this Tuna-Tomato 
Macaroni, in which macaroni 
is sauced with a tomato - tuna 
mixture, dinner will be on the 
table before you know it. For 
a. flavorsome salad to accom- 
pany this dish, try the luscious 
combination of canned pears 
and American Blue cheese. 


TUNA-TOMATO MACARONI 


(Makes 4 servings) 

1 7-oz. can solid-pack tuna 
1, cup finely chopped onion 
1 clove garlic, finely

Drain tuna; reserve 2 table- 
spoons oil. Break tuna _ into 
pieces. Heat 2 tablespoons tuna 
oil; add onion and garlic and 
cook until onion is tender. Add 
tuna, tomatoes, tomato paste, 
Sugar, 1 teaspoon salt, pepper 
and oregano. Cover and cook 
over low heat 45 minutes, stir- 
ring occasionally. 


Meanwhile, add 1 tablespoon 
salt to rapidly boiling water. 
Gradually add macaroni so that 
water continues to boil. Cook 
uncovered, stirring occasionally, 
until tender. Drain in colander. 
Serve macaroni topped with 
tuna-tomato sauce.
